Beirut, Syria, Dec. 23—The streets I 
of this ancient city which for hun- j 
dreds of years have borne old Arab 
names have been given French desig 
nations as one of the results of 
the ; 
French mandate. 
Although the Mos- ' 
lem press, which represents a major- ! 
ity of the people, manifests the spirit 
of public antagonism to the introduc- I 
tion bv the authorities of French cus- ; 
toms and the French language, it con- j 
cedes that French occupation has been 
a boon to Syria. 
The financial conditions of the pro­ 
vince are more stable now. 
New laws 
and regulations have been made for 
the bar, placing the legal profession 
on a higher basis. 
A new police force 
has been 
organizedl, 
assuring the 
population of better security than ex­ 
isted during the Turkish regime. New 
and modern public schools are raising 
the standard of education. 
In brief, 
reforms have taken place in all bran­ 
ches of the government for the better­ 
ment of Syria. 
A noteworthy event occurred a few 
days ago when Marshal Gouraud, the 
French High Commissioner, proclaim­ 
ed the new Constitution. 
According to the new regulation* 
Syria is divided into four autonomous 
states, each endowed with deliberative 
councils elected by suffrage. 
These 
states are Damascus, Aleppo, the At. * 
ouites and the Great Lebanon. As re- ' 
gards the first three, they are to unite j 
in a federation 
with 
a federal con- 
gross appointed by the states’ govern­ 
ments. 
The Great Lebanon at present 
will remain outside of this union, man I 
aging its own affairs independently.
